H. E. Smith, representing this di- 
vision of the Southern Counties Gas 
Company, appeared before the coun- 
cil last night to explain the change 
of things in order to give gas con- 
sumers of Upland the proper sort of 
service, 

Mr. Smith stated that it was the 


plan of his company to install on 


the Upland system some 580 regu- 
lators, one with each meter now in 
use, in order that high pressure gas | 
might be placed in the main lines of 
the company through this city. In 
order to: do this the gas company 
would spend $4200 and there would 
be no expense to the consumer ex- 
cept where it was necessary to move 
a meter, as under the High pressure 
system it was necessary to vent 
each regulator out of doors so that 
in case of a leakage of gas there 
was no danger to the people. Mr. 
Smith’s estimate was that not over 
10 per cent of the meters here would 
have to be moved. 

Another plan to be inaugurated by 
the gas company is the placing of 
curb shut-offs, or in other words, a 
point on the street or:alley where 
the .gas lines into an apartment 
house, hotel, or office building may 
be shut off at one. point. In case of 
fire it not only safeguards the fire- 
men but the people as well.

AVOCADO. HOW 10 
crAVE \PEILINGLY 


By MARTIN FESLER 


The avocado is one of the greatest 
food products California, produces, It 
is a perfect food, andg¥ oo nlive on 





it. Those who hav © ve to like 
them want nothing be, a part 
of their lunch, fox steezt Se , 


So many people are unfamiliar 
with them and when they have 
bought them they do not know how 
to serve them. In the first place, 
they do not ripen on the tree, and 
are not ready to eat until they have | 
been picked and allowed to soften. 
This may be quite a while with some 
varieties. 

Do not try to serve them until they 
are quite soft. A good budded variety 
will be quite buttery. Some are tough 
and stringy and not fit to eat, and 
often people buy them and eat them 
before they are ripe and then won- 
der how one could like such stuff. 


The softshell, or Mexican, variety 
ripen in the fall, and just now they 
are in season, and as the big hotels 
will not serve them tbey are not 
bringing twelve to fifteen dollars a 
dozen like the hardshells, but they 
are richer in vegetable oils and many 
have a better flavor. The more mod- 
est hotels and restaurants that serve 
them find them very popular and a 
go6d drawing card. They are a per- 
fect food and one can, live on them. 
They are highiy nutritious, contain- 
ing as much as 25 per cent vegetable 
fat in the best varieties, according 
to government statistics, and yet very 
easily digested, so that the most 
delicate person can eat them freely. 


The following are some of the 

methods of serving them: 
Avocado on Toast 

Remove the skin and mash with a 
fork, Spread thickly on a _ small 
square of hot toast. Add a little salt 
and pepper. This is one of the nic- 
est ways of serving avocado | 

Avocados Served in Skin 

Cut the fruit in half. Carefully re- 
move the seed. Serve a half to each 
person with any of the following 
dressings, as personal taste directs: 
lemon or lime juice, salt, sugar, to- 
mato catsup, mayonnaise, French 
dressing. " 

Avocado With Caviar 

Pee! and mash the flesh with a 
fork. Spread on toast with a small 
quantity of caviar on top of each 
piece.

SECRETARY MEREDITH AGAINST 
RAISE IN GRAZING FEES ON 
NATIONAL FORESTS 


“Grazing at present is the princi- 
pal source of money return to the 
government from the national for- 
ets,” says Sacretary Meredith, in 
his annual report to congress. “Since 
1915,” he adds, “the grazing fees 
have been doubled, with the view of 
making them commensurate with cur- 
rent rental rates for neighboring 
private lands of the same character. 
When the existing rates were estab- 
lished ,the users of the range under- 
stood that they would remain@#in ef- 
fect for five years, and many of the 
grazing permits were issued for this 
period. The value of. the grazing 
privilege on many ranges subsequent- 
ly advanced and a considerable senti- 
ment in favor of an immediate fur- 
ther increase in the fees developed. 
The good faith of the government 
would be impaired by such a course. 
Furthermore, to advance the fees at 
the present time would add seriously 
to the instability which confronts the 
national forest @ivestock industry be- 
cause of eo market conditions, 
and would be either just nor good 
public policy.” ” 

“No policy,” says Meredith, “has 
been laid down by congress for the 
guidance of the department in the 
exercise of the administrative dis- 
cretion, with which it has for fifteen 
years been vested, to determine the 
conditions under which the use of 
the range should be permitted. If 
congress desires to prescribe such a 
policy, it should not take effect until 
after 1928, when the existing leases 
will expire. Even in the absence. of 
legislation, the department will make 
a classification of the ranges and fix 
a new scale of charges, to be impos- 
ed in 1924, under which the fees will 
represent the actual grazing value of 
the particular portion of the range 
used by each permittee or group of 
permittées. Before the new scale Is 
determined, an opportunity will be 
given the local associations of na- 
tional forest range users to shbmit 
any data regarding the fairness of 
the proposed fees which they may 
desire to present.”

According to the Produce News of 
New York the Sicily Lemon Deal is 
doomed. Manager Henderson of the 
Randolph Company brought the ar- 
ticle to The News the other day and 
it will prove of great interest to lo- 
cal lemon growers.

The new crop of Sicily lemons !s 
now ready for shipment; in fact, has, 
been ready for nearly two months. In| 
past years during October and No-| 
vember, when new crop lemons start- 
ed, between 150,000 and 205.000 boxes | 
came to this country. Though the de-| 
mand during the fall months was no: 
as heavy as during the summer, this 
quantity was easily disposed of, gen- 
erally at fairly satisfactory prices. So) 
far this season, there have only been | 
a few hundred boxes of new crop 
lemons here, with 21,000 boxes on the 
S. S. Burma, due Dec. 10. The im-! 
porters say the Burma will probably 
be the only cargo of new lemons of| 
any consequence this season. 

Conditions recently have *been so 
discouraging that the possibility of 
realizing a profit on Sicily lemons has 
disappeared. Local importers as a 
rule are not in financial condition to,

serious additional charge against 
these lemons. 
Evidently something has gone 


wrong with the California Yemon deal 
this season. Shippers are suffering 
from the same lack of demand which 
has killed the Sicily game. From all 
over the country complaints of low 


prices on California lemons, espe- 
cially those sold during the past 
month. There is no question but 


what the great percentage of the 
California lemons sold in New York 
during November showed red ink re- 
turns to the growers. 


A careful count made of the Cali- 
fornia lemons offered at auction here 
during November shows that a trifle 
over 48,000 boxes, or about 120 cars, 
were sold here during the past 
month. These brought roughly $135,- 
000, an average of a little less than 
$2.81 per box. it has been figured 
by California growers that it hae 
an average of $3.50 per box in the 
East to bring the shipper his actual 
expenses without allowing anything 


Paying for New York Market 

To give the grower Ic per Ib. for 
the 80 lbs, of fruit in a California 
box of lemons it would mean that 
the price here would have to be at 
least $4.25 a box. The average for 
November was $2.81, showing an ac- 
tual loss of $1.44. In other words, 
California shippers paid practically 
$70,000 for the privilege of selling 
their lemons in New York during No- 
vember. Similar conditions exist ir. 
Boston, Philadelphia, Claveland, Chi- 
cago, and other cities. 


Under the circumstances it does 
not seem strange that’ California 
shippers should complain. Years ago 
they were urged to increase their 
production and they have finally 
brought it to a point where they are 
producing enough lemons to supply 
the normal demand of®this country. 
The California lemon erop this sea- 
son is figured around 10,000 cars, or 
about 4,500,000 boxes. This is more 
than the United States used in nor- 
mal times, when there was no pro- 
hibition law, and is probably more 
than the country will consume un- 


Advertising campaigns have been 
conducted to increase the consump- 
tion of oranges and stands establish- 
ed all over the country to sell drinks 
made from oranges. There has been 
some spasmodic advertising of lem- 
ons, but not as much as would have 
been done had it not been for the 
feeling that any campaign to increase 
the consumption of lemons would 
benefit fruit importers the same as 
it would the domestic growers, Some 
campaign to increase consumption of 
lemons will have to be inaugurated 
if the California industry is to be 
kept alive. There is no reason why 
drinks made of lemons could not be 
made a popular as orange drinks. 

California growers have been clam- 
oring for an increase in the tariff on 
lemons. Some are asking that the 
duty be advanced from the present 
figure of le per Ib. to 8c. The proba- 
bilities are that this advance or some- 
thing similar will be allowed by con- 
gress, and if it is it will curtail the 
importation of Sicily lemons. A high- 
er tariff will, however, have no effect 
in increasing the demand. California 
lemons have sold here at ruinously 
low prices recently when there was 
practically no competition from for- 
eign fruit. Heretofore, the great cry 
of the Californians has been that if 
there were no foreign lemons the do- 
mestic product would bring better 
prices. They have tried this condi- 
tion for a month and the prices have 
been away below the cost of pro- 
duction. If something is not done 
to increase the consumptive demand 
it is diffcult to see how prices can 
be advanced to a point where it will 
pay California growers to produce 
lemons. 

Freight Officials Alarmed 

Los Angeles, Dec. 3—There was 
a conference here yesterday between 
railroad officials and representatives 
of the Citrus Exchange concerning 
the present crisis in the lemon busi- 
ness. Official reports show that dur- 
ing the last half of November the 
average return for lemons was $1.85, 
while the lowest estimate puts the 
cost on the cars at $1.80. This means 
a loss of 45 cents per box in addition 
to the fruit. 





The railroad men were warned that 
unless relief is found immediately the 
growers will stop shipping entirely. 
They have already cut the movemen: 
to ten cars daily. Traffic officials are 
alarmed over the prospect, as stop- 
ping lemon shipments will mean a 
heavy loss in freight tonnage. They 
are considering asking the I. C.°C. 
to authorize a low temporary freight 
rate to meet the emergency. With 
the freight $1.45 per box, the actual 
expense of delivering lemons in the 
East is $3.25.

bers, celery, hard-boiled egg, lettuce. 
Mix with one-half as much avocado 
meat and season with French dress- 
ing. 

Cuban salad. In. the cavity of a 
small fruit place three stuffed ol- 
ives, add lime or lemon juice. A tea- 
spoonful of sugar added to the lime 
or lemon juice is nice. 

If you care for onions. Cut the 
fiesh of the avocado in cubes, mix 
with chopped onions, lime or lemon 
juice and salt. A finely chopped 
boiled egg sprinkled over the top 
makes it very pretty. 

With bananas and apples. Take 
on chopped apple, one sliced banana 
and three medium sized avocados. 
Mix in a bowl with either French 
dressing or mayonnaise. Serve on 
lettuc® leaf. 

Sandwiches. A good hostess appre- 
ciates “the value of a good original 
and delicious sandwich. With rye 
bread: Mash the flesh of three large 
or six small avocados, season with 
lemon juice, salt and pepper. Spread 
between very thin slices of rye bread. 
A lettuce leaf may be used if de- 
sired. This makes about twenty 
sandwiches. 

With chili pepper. Chop the fruit 
with chili pepper. Season carefully 
and spread between buttered bread 
with or without lettuce leaf. The 
above recipe can be used with nuts 
or olives in place of the pepper. 

An original and delicious dessert 
is: avocados and chopped dates beat- 
en in whipped cream slightly sweet-

‘Avocados and sea foods. A most 
appetizing way of serving the avo- 
cado is to mix equal parts of cold 
or lobster with diced fruit 
and serve with mayonnaise. 

In soup. The avocado {s used ex- 
tensively in the tropics in all kinds 
of meat soups. Cut it in small cubes 
and add to the soup just before 
serving, 

The large hotels do not use the 
soft-shell avocado, They use only the 
hard-shell. The fruit is divided, meat 
carefully removed. Add yolk of hard- 
boiled egg and one teaspoonful of 
French dressing and pile back in the 
shell of the avocado. Garnish with 
boiled whites, finely chopped with 
parsley. For the above you pay $2.40 
for a helping. If you have more 
money than is good for you and do 
not know what else to do with it, 
this is a good ‘way to get rid of it, 
but if you want the real thing and 
have a cultivated taste for avocados 
about all you will want is the fruit. 
some bread, salt and lemon juice. 

If you have the room, plant one or 
more trees in your back yard. You 
can bud them with different varieties 
so that you can have avocados every 
month in the year.
